The  Administration. 

Of  Hiticd  parties  as*  of  men  the  final 
test  is  that  of*  results.  “  By  there  fruits  ye 
shall  know  them.”  Professions  are  well 
enough  in  their  way.  but  the  general  judg 
mentof  mankind  is  that  a  few  well  kept  prom 
ises  ary  better  than  many  quickly  forgotten. 
The  final  history  of  this  administration  will 
rest  not  on  its  professions,  nor  upon  its 
record  for  a  month  or  two  months,  but  the 
results  secured  amid  the  turmoils  of  party 
strife,  and  the  opposing  forces  of  executive 
energy. 

To  the  principles  laid  down  in  the  inaug 
oral  address  of  President  Cleveland,  both 
Republicans  and  DentoccnU  cun  assent. 
They  were  scarcely  designed  to  indicate  a 
policy  upon  the  mooted  quest  ions  of  finance 
or  the  tariff,  while  clearly  indicaling  the 
position  of  the  Executive  upon  the  subject 
of  Cavil  Service  Reform.  Whether  the 
President  can  continue  to  hold  his  negative 
position  upon  the  tariff  question  the  future 
alone  can  decide.  For  the  present,  he 
rests  his  popularity  upon  the  careful,' 
efficient  and  honest  conduct  ol  the  public 
offices. 

That  some  important  changes  should  be 
made  in  the  executive  officers  was  to  be  ex. 
pected.  it  is  conceded  that  the  great  depart¬ 
ments  should  be  under  the  control  of  the  rul¬ 
ing  party,  that  the  diplomatic  service  should 
answer  to  the  recognized  ideas  of  its  chief. 
As  to  ilia  other  officers,  two  questions  were 
to'  bo  decided,  each  involved  in  the  oilier, 
aud  to  some  extent  deciding  the  question  of 
pblitical  morality.  When  the  cry  was 
started.  “  Turn  the  rascals  out,  ’  it  was  sup¬ 
posed  that  there  must  be  rascals  in  office, 
and  tliat  Success  meant  their  immediate  dis¬ 
charge. 

Success  was  achieved.  The  “  very  hun 
grv  and  very  thirsty  **  Democracy  returned 
to  power  after  u  lapse  of  twenty-four  years. 
The  questions  involved  in  the  election  fur 
nished  a  very  pretty  dilemma  for  executive 
solution.  For  whether  it  is  better  to  turn 
all  Republican  office-holders  out  as  rascals* 
or  admitting  their  honesty  to  prove  the 
jMit y  false  is  hard  to  decide.  The  result 
would  seeni  to  indicate  that  in  the  main 
there  was  no  lair  complaint  with  the  service, 
and  that  the  cry  f»f  “turn  the  rascals  out,’ 
ivas  but  to  secure  another  innings  for  the 
“  hungry  and  thirsty  ”  battalions  of  Democ¬ 
racy.  Either  this,  or  the  Republican  Senate 
has  compelled  the  executive  to  remove  only 
cause.  Therefore,  the  case  stands  as  fol 
lows:  Either  the  President  see#  no  need  ol 
removals  for  cause,  or  is  prevented''  from 
carrying  out  his  convictions  by  the  feaFof 
the  rejection  of  his  nominees^  We  prefer, 
to  think  him  both  honest  and  courageous; 
and  therefore  must  conclude* that  there  is 
no^  now  and  i never  was  the  deplorable  state 
of  morality  supposed  by  some  to  exist  in  tin? 
public  service. 

The  little  episode  at  Rome,  New  York, 
but  confirms  this  opinion.  The  slight  de 
(icumoy  of  $700,  made  good  long  ago,  is 
made  the  subject  of  an  executive  letter  to 
the  Postmaster  (ieneral  removing  the  officer 
and  appointing'  a  new  man  in  bis  place.  To 
vhiefe  we  say.  Amen.  ••  Let  no  guilty  man 
escape."  even  though  the  action  looks  like 
the*  destruction  of  a  mosquito  with  a  sledge¬ 
hammer. 

Other  appointments  and  dismissals  have 
been  made,  -some  good,  some  bad  ;  some  iu 
payment-  fqr  political  debts,  some  as  rewards 
fur  a  faithful  and  efficient  discharge  of  duty. 
Amid  it  all.  it  must  be  allowed  that  the 
t  ivil  Service  Law  has  thus  -far  been  main¬ 
tain  *d;  that  the»couuirv  has  been  spared  the 
shock  of  damaging  dismissals  without  cause, 
ihai  extreme  partisanship  has  been  checked 
and  a  step  made  towards  a  non  partisan  ser¬ 
vice.  free  from  the  excitements  of  political 
contests  and  the  jealousies  of  parly  bick- 
erings.  4 

Upon  the  whole,  the  country  breathes

aid  thus  a  new  delay  ensues. 

In  the  afternoon  he  is  still  more  incon¬ 
venienced,  for  there  is  no  train  between 
4. 13  and  5:26,  though  the  “express” 
thunders  past  at  about  4/50— just  the  time 
w  len  many  persons  would  espepi&lly  wish 
to  come  home.  .  q 

Could  any  arrangement  be  more  exaspe¬ 
rating.  No  one  is  appreciably  benefited 
btl  these  express  trains,  and  a  very  lur£e 
mfmber  of  the  Newark  passengers  are  seri- 
otsly  inconvenienced. 

Now,  we  respectfully  submit  to  those  gen 
tli  men  who  have  been  active  in  demanding 
e:  press  trains  that,  in  common  fairness, 
they  shall  cease  to  favor  a  plan  which  so 
injuriously  affects  their  fellow  patrons  of  the 
r<ad;  and  we  hope  the  Newark  passengers 
will  take  measures  tp  pall  the  attention  of 
Siperintendenl  Reasoner  to  the  facts 
here  stated.

Pneumonia. 

The  results  which  pneumonia  produces  in 
the  body  are  well  enough  understood. 
The  exciting  cause  is  often  seemingly  ap 
pHrenL  The  real  nature  of  the  disease  is  on 
tie  contrary  wrapped  as  yet  in  impenetrable 
r  tystery.  The  essential  cause  merely  gues 
s  ed  at.  This  may  be  disputed  by  some  of 
ny  medical  friends,  but  after  reading  the 
htest  “discoveries,”  this  is  my  reluctant 
(onclusion.  The  most  scientific  treatment 
( ften  miserably  fails,  and  patients  who,  ac- 
<  ording  to  every  rule  should  die,  get  well. 
A  person  having  pneumonia  is  dangerously 
sick  from  the  start,  and  the  only  safety  is 
$ot  to  have  it  at  all ;  and  this  brings  me  to 
rhat  I  have  to  say  on  the  subject.  For 
l  iter  the  disease  has  once  been  contracted, 
or  even  suspected  to  have  been  contracted, 
i  here  is  only  one  sane  Course — get  quickly 
nto  bed  and  send  for  your  physician.  The 
icst  skill  in  this  case  is  helpless  enough, 

:  iid  if  there  is  any  one  point  made  clear  by 
experience  it  is  that  a  good  start  is  worth 
nil  the  rest  of  the  treatment. 

In  addition  to  the  essential  inward  cause, 
io  to  speak,  there  appears  to  be  necessary, 
requently,  at  least,  some  external  or  excit¬ 
ing  cause  to  develop  the  disease  into  acti- 
ity.  If  this  enemy  within  the  citadel  is 
>r  discovered  such  remedies  will  doubt- 
i  be  found  as  to  enable  us  to  regard 
iglitly  the  external  ones.  But  ip  the  mean 
ie  it  seems  the  part  of  wisdom  to  prevent 
fie  operation  of  the  exciting  causes.

Give  them 
chance  to  accommodate  themselves  and 
Tjiey  can  6tand  almost  any  exposure  the 
■«fld  affords,  but  they  will  not  stand  a  sud 
m  N^hange  of  anry  kind  without  protest, 
njore  or  less  pronounced.  Give  a  person 
u)ider  ordinary  circumstances  three  good 
*als  a  day  and  his  stomaefi  so  far  from 
objecting  seems  to  like  it;  but  give  a  starv- 
ru  in  these  same  meals  and  you  kill  him. 
stand  over  a  hot  fire  or  in  a  cold  wind 
ddes  not  necessarily  do  one  any  harm,  but 
tli  *  system  resents  even  unto  death  often 
thS  sudden  change  from  hot  to  cpld.  I  need 
no.  multiply  examples  of  the  pernicious 
eff  ?cts  of  sudden  and  extreme  changes. 
Th  ay  are  familiar  to  all.  What  but  ill, 
then,  ought  to  be  expected  when  a  lady 
goqa  from  a  warm  room,  or  perchance  from 
a  k  tchen  range  into  a  reception  room  where 
it  ii  barely  comfortable  for  her  guest,  who 
is  encased  in  a  heavy  coat,  and  who  has  just 
come  in  from  a  temperature  near  zero.  Or  go 
intathe  street  on  a  cold  windy  day  and  behold 
the  kcores  of  wretched  creatures,  male  and 
fenu  le,  looking  cold  and  shivering.  These  are 
not  he  poor  either.  There  are  men  with  no 
overlcoats  or  with  the  fronts  all  open  to 
shov^  the  lining  and  ladies  with  fur  collar 
and  ho  cloaks.  These  same  people  doubt 
less  pave  come  from  rooms  where  the  ther¬ 
mometer  marked  ih  the  eighties.  Then 
today  more  freely  than  four  years  aeo  •  .  ,  ...  .
